Tha t Go v ernment Will Be Speedily 
Ca lled to Acco unt—Ea rly Dec-, 
la ra tio n o f W'a r Likely .

THE FRIEND OF LABOR. 


His Wife Died Less Than a Fortnig^ht 
Agfo—A Brief Biog-raphi- 
eal Sketch. 


S t . 
Louis, Feb. 
19.— John 
J. 
O ’Neill, 
ex-member of congress 
from the Eleventh Missouri district, 
and author of the eight-hour law, 
died at the Mullanphy hospital 
here today of B right’s disease, aft­ 
er a long illness. 
He was 51 years 
ipld. 
Less than two weeks ago 
% lrs. O ’Neill died, but this fact 
was kept from her husband because 
of his precarious condition. 
Mr. O ’Neill had a comparatively 
long legislative career. 
He served 
three terms in the Missouri lower 
house early in the ’70s, and for 
several years was a member of the 
St, Louis city council. 
He was 
elected to congress in 1883 as a 
democratic member from St. Louis, 
and served, 
in all, five terms.
